THE FALL OUTLOOK. 


UNLESS appearances are strongly mislead- 
ing, we are approaching a most prosperous 
book season. Even the great shock to the en- 
tire nation of the dastardly assassination of 
President McKinley only for a moment 
stopped the machinery that is turning out the 
two thousand books and upwards that the 
publishers are to bring out during the next 
three months. From all sections of the coun- 
try, even from the most unpromising locali- 
ties, large sales are already reported by the 
travelling men of the publishing houses, and 
the feeling generally is said to be hopeful. 

The enterprise of the publishers in select- 
ing promising books, and the lowered prices 
at which they are advertised, together with 
the expressed intention of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association and the American Book- 
sellers’ Association to make a united effort to 
maintain prices, should surely help to make 
large sales with profits on which the retail 
trade at least can now approximately figure. 

Our advertising pages show an output of 
books of high average merit which in our in- 
dex are grouped in a manner that gives a 
bird’s-eye view of the many interests covered. 
The reading public is growing, and the demand 
for well-made books has almost done away 
with badly-printed and badly-bound books. 
It were in some cases devoutly to be wished 
that the authors had reached the perfection 
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of their trade in proportion to that attained 
by the book manufacturers. It is a matter of 
regret to see clear type, good paper and at- 
tractive book covers wasted on trite, imma- 
ture or frivolous thought. The sensational 
element, however, has been held in check. 
and the impure and wicked books have 
wholly vanished. Good book-making is seen 
to special advantage on the new editions of 
standard authors. Sets of one or more of 
these are to be found on almost all the pub- 
lishers’ lists. Among the announcements are 
five new editions of Shakespeare, three of 
Thackeray, three of Dickens, two of Walter 
Scott, two of Bronté, four of George Eliot, 
three of Balzac—besides editions of the com- 
plete works of Byron, Smollett, Samuel Rich- 
ardson, Anthony Trollope, Ainsworth and 
James Fenimore Cooper. 

As has been the case for several years, the 
closely-related departments of biography and 
history will have valuable additions. Of special 
interest to Americans will be Scudder’s “Life 
of James Russell Lowell,” the “Life and Let- 
ters of Gail Hamilton,” and William E. Cur- 
tis’s “True Thomas Jefferson.” Especially 
timely is the autobiography of Jacob A. Riis, 
entitled “Making of an American,” in which 
the conditions of emigration and the prospects, 
oppertunities and trials and temptations of 
emigrants are carefully studied. Very im- 
portant art publications are promised in the 
“Life of Turner,’ by Sir W. Armstrong: 
“Study and Criticism of Italian Art,” by 
Bernhard Berenson; “The Furniture of Our 


Forefathers,” by Esther Singleton; and 
“Studies in Colonial Furniture,” by Luke 
Vincent Lockwood. Collectors will eager- 


ly look for “Wanderings in Three Conti- 
nents—1853-1870,” by Sir Richard Burton, 
with preface by W. H. Wilkins. Almost 
every ruler of England, from Alfred the 
Great to the present king, will be covered in 
the biographies and histories. Lang’s “His- 
tory of Scotland” will be completed, and 
French history is to have two additional biog- 
raphies of Napoleon I. 

300ks bearing on the political and social 
questions of American national and municipal 
life are announced in significant number, 
among them being several of great importance 
written by the faculty of Yale University in 
celebration of the bi-centennial of that ancient 
institution. 

The forthcoming novels fall below last year 
in number, while poetry shows an unusual 
proportion of new volumes. A _ noticeable 
feature of the announcements are educational 
books in the Spanish language. 
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“THE OLD CORNER BOOK STORE.” 


Lirtan Wuittne, in The Literary Era for 
September, (published by Henry T, Coates & 
Co., of Philadelphia,) describes “the Old Cor- 
ner Book Store,” in Boston, and includes 
some amusing gossip, from which we quote 
the following: 

Like Ulysses, Boston is a part of all that 
it has been, and in “the Old Corner Book 
Store” is concentrated more of this atmos- 
phere of the past than perhaps in any other 
one place in the city. Another quarter of a 
century will bring the time up to some three 
hundred years since this spot was the centre 
of life in the Massachusetts colony. Close at 
hand was the meeting-house, (which we now 
know as the “Old South Church,”) the 
schoolhouse, the townhouse, the market- 
house and the spring. Religion, education, 
local government, the market, the spring of 
pure water from which each household drew 
its supply—what more could be desired? The 
Puritan life was primitive, but it was one of 
purest quality; it was narrow, but it had 
depth which must forever remain unsounded, 
for it is nothing less than that of infinite 
faith in the Divine Love. Spring lane still 
retains in its name its identity with the lo- 
cality of this living water, which somewhat 
determined the grouping of these buildings, 
and in near proximity were the homes of 
Governor Winthrop, Elder Thomas Oliver, 
and Major Robert Sedgwick. 

The present building of “the Old Corner 
Book Store” dates back to 1712, but the for- 
mer one on this site was the home of Mistress 
Anne Hutchinson, the irrepressible, who led 
her townspeople a pretty dance and got her- 
self banished from the colony for her pains. 
Mistress Anne was a force to be reckoned 
with among the influences of the time. In 
England she had become devotedly attached 
to her pastor, the Rev. John Cotton, and when 
he emigrated to the new colony she followed 
his fortunes. .. . 

The Boston book trade dates back to one 
Thomas Fleet, who, in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, set up his wares in “Pudding Lane,” 
now Devonshire Street, and the journalism of 
this city was inaugurated by a paper entitled 
Publick Occurrences Both Foreign and Do- 
mestick, whose first issue, (on September 25, 
1690,) was also its last, as the authorities sup- 
pressed it for “containing reflections of a 
very high nature.” James Franklin tried his 
hand later, (in 1721,) in a paper called the 
New England Courant, which the Rev. In- 
crease Mather denounced as “a cursed libel,” 
and the brother of the philosopher was re- 
warded with a month in jail for his journal- 
istic enterprise. Then came a fire and swept 
away most of the town, and Dr. Mather 
“improved the occasion” by exclaiming: “I 
could not pass the honorable rubbish of that 
building without making this reflection, that 
the Holy One seems to put us in mind of that 
strange negligence in which too many people 
in this town treated the weekly lecture.” .. . 

... The present building is thirty years 
older than Faneuil Hall, and since the days 
of Governor Winthrop and Rev. John Cotton 
and Dr. Increase Mather and Mistress Anne 
Hutchinson it has had successive periods of 
association and history. About the opening 


of the nineteenth century Dr. Samuel Clarke 
occupied the building as both a residence and 
a drug store, and here was born his son, 
James Freeman Clarke, the distinguished di- 
vine. 

In 1828 the house became a book store, un- 
der the firm name of Carter & Hendee, and 
about this time the second floor was occupied 
by Samuel G. Goodrich, (Peter Parley,) and 
his assistants in the unique literary line of his 
work; in 1832 William D. Ticknor came in, 
the firm being Allen & Ticknor, although in 
a year Mr. Allen withdrew, and until 1844 
Mr. Ticknor carried on the business alone. 
The name of Ticknor has been a distinguished 
one in Boston through three generations, and 
it. literary fame is being extended and per- 
petuated by Caroline Ticknor, the daughter 
of Benjamin H. Ticknor and the grand- 
daughter of the founder of the great firm of 
Ticknor & Fields. William D. Ticknor left 
three sons—Howard, Benjamin H. and 
Thomas—all of whom are filling honorable 
positions in the Boston life of to-day. Pro- 
fessor George Ticknor, of Harvard, the Span- 
ish historian, was a cousin of William D. 
Ticknor and the late Miss Anna Ticknor, 
the founder of that unique and _ valuable 
work, the “Society to Encourage Study at 
Home,” was a daughter of Professor Tick- 
nor. It must have been somewhere about 
1840 that James T. Fields became a clerk in 
the house, and in 1845 the firm became Tick- 
not & Fields, a name that became the syn- 
onym for the best publications of the day. 
Hawthorne, Emerson, Longfellow, Lowell, 
Dr. Holmes, Whittier and Whipple were 
among the authors brought out by the old 
house of Ticknor & Fields, and it was they 
who first published Tennyson and Browning 
in this country, and whose imprint appears 
on the works of Scott, De Quincey, Dickens 
ana Thackeray. The elder Ticknor, (William 
D.,) was an intimate friend of Hawthorne, 
who was with him when he died. The Tick- 
nor & Fields publishing house subsequently 
migrated to Tremont Street, where James R. 
Osgood entered the firm, and the “Old Cor- 
ner” for a few years was under E, P. Dutton 
& Co., now of New York. Later it was oc- 
cupied by A. Williams & Co., but since 1887 
the house has been that of Damrell & Upham. 

Mr. Henry M, Upham was the sole pro- 
prietor from the time of Mr. Damrell’s death, 
in 1896, until 1899, when he disposed of part 
of his interest to Mr. George A. Moore, long 
identified with the “Old Corner,” and well 
known to the bookbuyers of Boston. Under 
the present administration, which continues 
the name of Damrell & Upham, the “Old 
Corner” unites its charm of the past and in- 
terest of the present. Mr. Upham’s wife, 
kt own in literature as Grace Le Baron, is a 
writer of attractive stories, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Upham are both “to the manner born” of 
literary atmosphere. In Mr. Upham’s pri- 
vate office—a dainty den all in green—the 
privileged guest finds a mine of interest. 
There is a picture of a ship in which he, as a 
lad, sailed with his father, who commanded 
her around Cape Horn, and spent three years 
in the South Pacific Ocean cruising for 
whales; and on this same ship, many years 
later, John Boyle O'Reilly escaped from the 
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exile into which he had been sent as a polit- 
ical prisoner. There is the celebrated carica- 
ture of Dr. Holmes that appeared in London 
Vanity Fair, over which no one laughed more 
heartily than the genial autocrat himself. 
Here are portraits of all the previous pro- 
prietors of the “Old Corner,’ and when I ex- 
claimed, unthinkingly, “Why isn’t yours here, 
Mi, Upham?” he answered me by a little 
story. “A Nantucket soldier was walking 
with his daughter, who stopped to read the 


names on the local ‘soldier's monument.’ 
‘But, pa, why isn’t your name here?’ she 
asked. Drawing himself up, the old man 


replied reproachfully, ‘Mariar, be I dead?’” 
“Now you ask,” said Mr. Upham to me, 
“why my portrait isn’t here; but, Miss Whit- 
ing ‘be I dead.” We laughed. “Indeed, I 
hope it will be long before your portrait ap- 
pears there, Mr. Upham,” I replied. 

The visitor to the “Old Corner” is fortu- 
nate if he can meet Mr, W. H. Halliday, of 
the house, who is the collector of pictures of 
historic and colonial houses. Mr. Halliday 
has these in two series, (volumes,) and they 
include all the interesting views and houses in 
Boston and throughout New England. 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR BINDING 
BOOKS. 


THE report of the Committee on Leather 
for Bookbinding, referred to in our issue for 
September 14, contains the following two 
specifications for binding valuable and or- 
dinary books, respectively, which seem likely 
to be of much interest to booksellers, libra- 
rians and collectors: 


SPECIFICATION FOR BINDING HEAVY OR VALUABLE 
BOOKS, 

Sheets and Plates.—All sheets broken at the 
back to be made sound with guards. Any 
single leaves or plates to be guarded round 
adjoining sections. Folded plates to be 
guarded with linen at folds. No pasting-on 
to be allowed. 

End Papers.—End papers not to be pasted 
on or overcast, but to be made with stout 
linen joint and sewn on as a section. Some 
system of folding or zigzagging which allows 
a little play without danger of breaking away 
is advocated. End papers to be made of good 
paper. 

Sewing.—Sewing to be flexible, round the 
bands and all along the section. Thread to 
bz unbleached linen, and bands to be of stout 
hempen cord and at least five in number. 

Boards.—To be of best black millboard. 
The edge of the millboard in the joint to be 
slightly rounded, instead of perfectly sharp, 
as at present. The sharp edge sometimes 
cuts the leather. 

Lacing in Slips.—All five slips to be laced 
into each board and not reduced unduly. It 
would be better to sink places in the boards 
to receive the slips than to weaken them by 
injudicious fraying out. 

Cutting.—This will depend on the librarian’s 
orders. 

Headbands.—Headbands to be worked on 
stout cord, vellum or catgut, with very fre- 
quent tie-downs, and to be firmly set with 
stout brown paper, linen or leather. 

Lining Up.—lIf it is necessary to line up the

it is best done with leather or 
a. for preference. 

Covering.—Leather not .to be unduly pared 
down and not made very wet before covering. 
Care to be taken not to stretch leather more 
than necessary. No hollow backs to be used, 
buc the leather to be attached to the back, 

Handles for Pulling Out of Shelf.—In the 
case of very large books that are likely to be 
much used, it is advisable to have a strap of 
leather going loosely across the back and each 
end fastened to a board of the book. The 
sub-committee saw some such arrangement at 
onc or two libraries visited, and it seemed 
that a great saving of the binding resulted 
from the use.

End Papers.—To be of good paper sewn 
on.

Books to be 
glued up and backed in the ordinary way, or 
left square. 

Boards.—To be made “split boards” 
those the vellum binders use. Straw 
lined with a thin black board liner. 

Cutting or Treatment of Edges.—To depend 
0. orders. 

Attaching Slips—Slips to be pasted on to 
waste end papers, which should be cut off 
about two inches from the back and inserted 
with slips in the centre of the split board. 
The board to be left about one-eighth of an 
inch from the back of the book to form a 
French joint. 

Head-Binding.—Headbands to be worked 
on round cord or gut, with frequent tie- 
downs, so as to be able to bear the strain of 
the books being taken from the shelf, or in 
cases where the expense of a worked head- 
band is thought to be too great, a piece of 
string may be inserted into the fold of the 
leather at the head or tail. 

Covering.—Leather not to be unduly pared 
down. The French joint should make it pos- 
sible to use far thicker leather than is usual. 
As there are no raised bands on the back the 
lezther need not be unduly stretched in cover- 
ing.

The booksellers who handle 
school books have entered a protest, claiming 
that the Board’s new policy would virtually 
ruin the dealer’s business. The protest was 
not against the free text-book proposition, but 
against the Board’s decision to sell the books 
itself. 
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“CHEAP JOHN” BOOK AUCTIONS. 


THE book auction business as known in the 
rural sections of the country is evidently find- 
ing support in the larger cities, if we may 
judge from the attendance at those held dur- 
ing the last two years on lower Broadway, in 
New York City. 

If the auctioneer who presides at these 
sales is not an ex-barker from some cheap 
seaside museum show, he is, as a writer in 
the New York Sun some time ago pointed 
out, “a first cousin of the species. From ex- 
tolling the marvels of the three-legged girl 
he has apparently come down to the peddling 
off the marvels of the modern bookmakers 
with startling facility. 

“He is a nice-looking young man, with 
curly brown hair and a beautiful mustache 
which forms itself into little rings at the ends. 
There is an attractive drawl in his voice. He 
is surrounded by shelves laden with standard 
wcrks; but the books offered for sale come 
from under the counter and not from the 
shelves. 

“From morning until night this auctioneer 
has a goodly crowd before him. The regular 
visitors line up against a side wall, occupying 
every inch of space there. The auctioneer 
has dubbed this line mourners’ row. He says 
they never buy and rarely honor him with a 
bid. Occasionally he departs from business 
long enough to address a few remarks to the 
mourners. Flere are a few extracts from the 
daily grind of this auctioneer. The woman 
beside the stand hands up a small box con- 
taining five books in green bindings. 


“*Ah, what have we here? Neat, certainly 
neat,’ begins the auctioneer. He takes out 
one book. ‘Kiplin, Rudyer Kiplin! Here is 


something that I warrant will stir you up. 
What am I offered for this Kiplin? Do you 
know Kiplin? The master mind of literature. 
The Shakespeare of the century. Let us open 
a beok at random. [Reads a verse from a 
“Barrack Room Ballad.”] Ain’t that grand? 
Now, don’t hurry; think it over. What am I 
offered for this grand work of Kiplin’s in 
five volumes ?’ 

“A man in the rear holds up his right hand. 

“ ‘Five, five, five, I’m offered five, five dol- 
lars for the Kiplin. Think of it, a dollar a 
volume——’ 

“Agitation in the rear. The man who held 
uy his hand says something. 

“*Five cents, you say,’ roars the auctioneer. 
‘Five cents? [Eye-rolling by the auctioneer 
and signs of faintness.] Five cents for this 
Kiplin. Will anybody make it ten? Thank 
you, sir. Ten I’m offered,’ etc., etc. 

“Spirited bidding runs the price up to 95 
cents, where the set is knocked down. The 
auctioneer almost weeps over the sacrifice, 
then hauls out three similar sets and sells 
them to anybody who will take them at the 
same price. 

“Two boys stagger under a load of yellow- 
covered books, which are placed before the 
auctioneer. 

“ ‘Well, well, here is something,’ he begins. 
‘A cyclopedia in, let me see, one, two, three, 
in thirteen volumes. <A grand opportunity. 
This ought to stir up the mourners. [A mo- 
ment’s silence.] What is bid? Let us take a 
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volume at random and open it anyw ene dna aimee. {saad te untians such vei ieeapbns. 
What have we here? Empedockles, E-M- 
P-E-D-O-C-L-E-S, Empedockles. Now, how 
many of you know who Empydockles ‘was? 

Is there a man in the room that can tell who 
Empydockles was? No? Of course not. But 
we can find out; oh, yes, we can find out this. 
The book says that Empydockles was a Greek 
philosopher and a friend of—a friend of, 
say, I'll have to. spell cone. friends of 
Empy’s, P-A-R-M-E-N-I-D-E-S and A-N- 
A-X-A-G-O-R-A-S. Gee, that’s a fierce 
bunch of ginnies. It’s just such random shots 
at the cyclopedia that teaches us our ignor- 
ance. Now, what am I offered? One dollar? 

Say, Empy’s life is worth more than that. 
Two dollars? Thanks.’ 

“The thirteen volumes bring $3.25 after sev- 
eral other random shots at different volumes 
had been made in order to bring the bidders 
to a proper appreciation of their ignorance. 
Books of poems, dictionaries, histories, every 
oil kind of volume, come up and are dis- 
posed at whatever they will bring.” 





“PRINTED IN AMERICA.” 


ACCORDING to a correspondent of the Lon- 
don Stationery Trades Journal, “commercial 
printing is now finding its way farther afield 
than the Continent. He states that a repre- 
sentative of a provincial printing firm called 
on a London house which uses advertising 
matter, circulars, etc., by the million. He was 
asked to quote for a circular from which the 
printer’s name had been removed. An es- 
timate was prepared on the basis of a small 
turn-over profit which, considering that the 
works were situated in a rural district forty 
miles from London, on a rental which in the 
city would not pay the ground rent, was much 
below what would be possible for a London 
house. Indeed, the representative was so con- 
fident of obtaining an order that he was thor- 
oughly nonplussed when told the price quoted 
was considerably above that now paid. It ap- 
peared that the firm’s printing was done in 
the United States, the orders being given in 
such quantities as to insure the lowest freight 
charges, and after adding the latter, including 
delivery to the door, the cost turned out to be 
considerably below that of the lowest estimate 
yet received from any British firm.” 





TO CELEBRATE KING ALFRED’S MIL-

United States History.” He was also a fre- 
quent contributor to reviews and magazines.

“Bibliography of American Annuals.” Be- 
fore publishing this complete bibliography, 
probably this winter, he will publish privately 
“The Token: Its Contributors and Illustra- 
tors.” The story of this interesting example 
of the American annual, to whose pages Wil- 
lis, Hawthorne, Lowell, Longfellow, Holmes, 
Mrs. Sigourney and many other well-known 
writers contributed, will be told for the first 
time. A complete and accurate bibliographic 
description of each of the fifteen annual 
volumes, published by Samuel G. Goodrich, 
and of the spurious issues from other pub- 
lishers, will be given, and some uncollected 
matter worthy of preservation may be re- 
printed. The book will be gotten up with all 
the niceties of plan and execution that the 
Grolier and other clubs of its kind have made 
necessary in privately printed books. Fifteen 
gelatine-print reproductions of plates by 
Cheny, Ellis, Kearny, Smillie, Durand and 
others will be made by the Bierstadt processs, 
the title-page will be engraved by Sidney L. 
Smith, of Boston, and the presswork will be 
done at the Marion Press. Two editions, one 
on hand-made and one on Japanese paper, 
will be issued, and the names of the subscrib- 
ers will be printed in the book, each copy of 
which will be numbered. 


W. & R. CHAmpers will have ready early 
in November the first volume of an entirely 
new edition of their “Cyclopedia of English 
Literature,” which will be completed in three 
volumes, and edited by Dr, David Patrick, 
the editor of “Chambers’s Encyclopedia.” 
“The success of a small work on English lit- 
erature,” according to the London Athe- 
nacum, “first suggested to Robert Chambers 
the idea of what was termed in the original 
prospectus of 1842 a whole English library 
fused down into one volume. Dr. Robert 
Carruthers, of Inverness, assisted in carrying 
out this project, and the book appeared in 


a 


1843-4. The second edition of 1858, as well 
as the third of 1876, were revised by Dr, Car- 
ruthers. The book had a most successful 
career, and testimonies as to its usefulness 
have come from every section of the reading 
public. The new edition, although based on 
the former book, has been greatly extended 
and in large measure reconstructed and re- 
written. The editor has been fortunate in se- 
curing the assistance of Stopford Brooke upon 
Anglo-Saxon literature; Edmund Gosse 
writes on Spenser and other Elizabethan au- 
thors; A. W. Pollard is responsible for almost 
all the early English writers; Andrew Lang 
discourses on ballads; Professor Saintsbury 
on Dryden; Sidney Lee on Shakespeare; A. 
H. Bullen on Restoration literature; and Dr. 
T. Hume Brown on Buchanan and Knox. 


HouGutTon, Mirriin & Co. publish to-day 
the volume by the late John Fiske on “Life 
Everlasting,” referred to in our last week’s 
issue; the Cambridge edition of the complete 
poetic and dramatic works of Percy Bysshe 
Shelley, with biographic sketch and notes by 
Professor E. Woodberry; a new Illustrated 
Library edition, from new plates, of the com- 
plete works of Charles Dickens, with intro- 
duction by Edwin P. Whipple, and 600 steel 
engravings and etchings from designs by 
Cruikshank, Eytinge, Darley, “Phiz,” and 
others; “The Ethnic Trinities, and Their Re- 
lation to the Christian Trinity,” a chapter in 
the comparative history of religions, by Pro- 
fessor Levi Leonard Paine, of Bangor The- 
ological Seminary, who extends the historical 
survey which in his former work, “The Crit- 
ical History of the Evolution of Trinitarian- 
ism and Its Outcome in the New Theology.” 
was restricted to Christianity, to the whole 
field of religious thought concerning God and 
His relations to mankind; “The Rational 
Basis of Orthodoxy,” by Dr, Albert Weston 
Moore, who presents a strong, clear, candid 
defence of the commonly accepted orthodox 
religious view, with a view of determining 
what basis these have in reason and common 
sense; a new Holiday edition of Charles Dud- 
ley Warner’s charming book, “In the Le- 
vant;” “A Year in the Fields,” a new edition 
of the selections from the writings of John 
Burroughs, with a new biographic sketch, and 
twenty-four full-page illustrations from pho- 
tographs by Clifton Johnson; a limited edi- 
tion of Thackeray’s “Mr. Brown’s Letters to 
a Young Man About Town,” which first ap- 
peared in Punch in 1849; also, “England’s 
Story,” a history for grammar and high 
schools, by Eva March Tappan, with illustra- 
tions and maps.

The 
excavations which have had notable results, artistic and historical as well as archzolo- 
gical, were made in Argolis upon the Herzeum, — the chief seat in Greece of the wor- 
ship of Hera, a famous ancient shrine. It is shown that the Herzeum was a sanctuary 
of much magnificence, and a wealth of sculpture, of pottery and bronze ornaments is 
disclosed. This work of research is one of uncommon importance, a peculiar honor 
to American scholarship, and these two magnificent volumes fitly illustrate it.

Few honorary degrees conferred by the colleges this summer have been more fitly 
bestowed than the degree of Doctor of Letters given by Bowdoin College to Miss 
Jewett. The long list of her books, every one stamped with uncommon observation, 
freshness of humor, delicate sympathies, and literary charm, amply justifies the distinc- 
tion granted her. Additional proof of her right to the honor is afforded in her new 
story, which shows her in a new field and with even greater range of imagination and 
fuller literary power than anything she has written before. ‘The Tory Lover” is a 
very interesting love-story in an historical setting. The time is that of the Revolu- 
tion, and Paul Jones figures prominently in the drama. The scenes include Ports- 
mouth and Berwick, which Miss Jewett knows so intimately, England and France. 
The lover, Roger Wallingford, is Tory by tradition, but goes out as lieutenant with 
Paul Jones from partial conviction of the justice of the patriot cause and entire con- 
viction of the loveliness of Mary Hamilton, — which every reader will heartily applaud.

Upon a background of contemporary Southern life Mr. Chesnutt has written a strong, 
virile, and exciting novel. The story involves the fate of a child for whom its parents 
foresee a bright future, but for whom a superstitious old black nurse sees grave misfor- 
tunes ahead —a fancy which seems curiously borne out by an adverse fate. There are 
an interesting love story, an injury avenged with Old Testament rigor, and a greater 
wrong nobly forgiven. Among the characters are an editor who heads a reactionary 
political movement in a Southern state, set off against whom is an educated colored 
man seeking by wise methods to elevate his people. The families of these two, as part 
of the sad heritage of slavery, are bound by an unacknowledged tie, which furnishes the 
material for an interesting plot, much fine psychological analysis, and several strong 
situations, one of which is novel in fiction and tremendous in emotional interest. 
Among the incidents are a crime, and a projected lynching, by which an innocent man’s 
life is endangered. The story culminates in a riot (the main facts of which are true 
to recent history) in which all the threads are gathered up and wrought into an artistic 
climax. 

With a clear conception of the difficult problems which confront the South, and yet 
with decided opinions where justice and wisdom lie, Mr. Chesnutt has constructed a 
story which sweeps the reader along to a conclusion at once artistic and satisfying.

It is actually the story of a self-made man who has lived outside of the 
glittering world of society, but who is ambitious for his son. This son’s marriage is 
the culmination of two ambitions, and will be followed with strong interest to its se- 
quel. There is satire in the story, also genial philosophy and wise humor; and Mrs. 
Kirk’s readers will thank her heartily for returning to her old field.

The scene of this novel is laid in Russia thirty years ago, when the empire was 
seething with political excitement, reforms were clamored for, plots were forming on 
all sides, students were being exiled, and education itself was regarded with suspicion. 

The conflict between the gov- 
ernment and the friends of reform, the police surveillance, the spy system, the secret 
arrests and exile, all are clearly portrayed, as well as the social system of Russia, its 
home life, student life, and reform organizations And under all runsa strong current 
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of romance, a love story full of sentiment and pathos. The authors know Russia inti- 
mately, and they have written what is at once a strong story and something yet wider 
and deeper.

Dr. Abbott discusses his great theme with force and from 
many points of view. His treatment covers forms of government, institutions of 
society, questions of labor and education and religion, social questions ; indeed nearly 
all the conditions and relations of human beings to one another are considered with 
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special reference to the problems, foreign and domestic, which at this time confront 
the American people. Dr. Abbott has put into his book so much careful study and 
it is on so vast a theme and one of so much practical importance that it ought to have 
the careful attention of thoughtful readers and good citizens.

Mr. Chambers’s idea has been 
to bring out the point that there are stories in natural history quite as remarkable as any of the 
well-known fairy tales which always charm children ; that if the prince in the fairy tale was 
changed into a frog, so the grub in real life is changed intoa butterfly.

This is a fine and stirring tale of life and love in the days just before the Revolution. 
‘‘Cardigan” opens at the residence of Sir William Johnson, where the hero of the book, 
Cardigan, is being brought up with Sir William’s children. Inthe same household is the heroine, 
nicknamed Silver Heels. The early chapters of the book have to do with the life of Sir William 
Johnson, with couriers, Indians, Englishmen, and Frenchmen of the frontier, and with the 
incidents attending such a life in western New York and Pennsylvania. The scene later moves 
eastward, and the story finally ends with a graphic description of the Concord fight, 1775. The 
book itself is, of course, a love story from beginning to end, but the authenticity of description, 
of the pictures of life on the frontier and in the towns just prior to 1774, make it an historical 
novel of the highest order. It is the most serious, the best work that Mr. Chambers has done. 


Harry Furniss Confessions of a Caricaturist

This is the autobiography of one of the leading caricaturists inthe world. The author tells 
of his early days, his arrival in London, and his experiences before his appointment to the staff 
of Punch.

This is a series of short stories, or chapters, relating the adventures of a certain English 
family of boys and girls, the Bastable family, and some friends who come to visit them ata 
country-house where they are living. It is a story of children, and interesting to children over 
ten years of age. But there are many fine touches of unconscious humor and irony in the tales 
told by the eldest boy, Oswald, which make the story even more attractive for those ‘‘ grown- 
ups” who have yet enough of the eternal spirit of youth in them to appreciate the amusing and 
unintentional mischief which is always getting these young people into trouble. The name 
‘* Wouldbegoods”’ is that of a society formed among themselves by the children to help them in 
keeping in the straight path of duty ; the ‘‘ Book of Golden Deeds” is the record of the times 
when they succeed in keeping to that narrow path. Mrs. Bland knows her subject thoroughly, 
and gives in this book a delightful picture of the heartiest, happiest, cleanest of English boys 
and girls. She shows throughout a keen insight into the processes of a boy’s mind—his sense 
of justice, his honesty, and his good intentions. 


Gilbert Parker The Right of Way

This story is one difficult to describe. The hero, Charley Steele, is a young Canadian law- 
yer of extraordinary ability and complex character. He is intemperate, and towards religion his 
attitude is unsettled. Unsympathetically married, his interest is absorbed in his profession. 
Then begins the first dramatic episode of the book, when Charley Steele, after brilliantly defend- 
ing a murderer in Court and winning the case, goes toan inn to drink, and while there haughtily 
antagonizes the crowd who become enraged, attack him and leave him for dead. He is carried 
away, by the man whom he defended from the charge of murder, to the little village of Chaudiére 
and is resuscitated. But his memory for some months is entirely gone. When he recovers it he 
cannot go back to his home, for by so doing he would ruin his wife who, believing him dead, has 
married again; and her brother who, also believing him dead, has unjustly accused him of 
thievery committed by himself. Faced by this terrible situation, Charley Steele renounces his 
former life and under another name settles down in this village as assistant to a poor, fanatical 
tailor. In the village lives the postmaster’s deeply religious daughter, Rosalie Evanturel. Be- 
tween her and Charley Steele develops an attachment which ripens into love. He is then con- 
fronted with the double fact of his love and his previous marriage bond. Who has the right of 
way? The development of this situation is a powerful piece of writing, and probably the ending 
of the story is the most interesting denouement in current fiction.
